In an 
article published in a Bolshevist journal 
he announces that “the resumption of the 
London negotiations is only possible after 
the Soviet, Government has been reeog- 
nised.” Obviously, then, Kameneff's visit 
has a political as well as a commercial 
object. 

The situation has resolved itself now 
into a diplomatic duel between Great 
Britain and the Soviet, and, although the 
military defeat of Poland has given Lenin 
a temporary advantage, Mr. Lloyd George 
still can win. Russia wants recognition 
and British-manufactured goods. We 
want an independent Poland and the 
cessation of Bolshevist intrigue in the 
Middle East and elsewhere. The inde- 
pendence of Poland virtually has been re- 
fused by Russia's insolent Note. Until a 
more satisfactory attitude is adopted by 
the Bolsheviks Mr. Lloyd George should 
refuse absolutely to have anything to do 
with either Kameneff or Krassin. Poland 
must be saved from Bolshevism, but, if 
the Bolsheviks are allowed to make 
“peace” with her on their own terms, 
her doom will be sealed. Allied policy has 
degenerated into a policy of drift, and now 
a crisis has been reached. The future of 
Germany, as well as of Poland, may de- 
pend upon the steps taken by. the British 
Government within the next few weeks, 
and certainly the result of the present 
negotiations will have an enormous in- 
fluence on the course of events in the 
East. Bolshevist agents ate at work 
throughout the British Empire, and, if 
their masters succeed in outwitting Mr. 


and scientific progress. Japan has a 
dense and increasing population. Colonies 
are denied, to her. Australia and the 
United $ have banged their doors 


against her emigrants. Her only escape, 


says our Correspondent, is to become an 
industrial State, and with that object she 
is learning everything that Evropean 


countries—especially Germany—are Able to 


teach her. The struggle, however, must 
be prolonged and intense, and we may 
doubt whether Japan will remain content 
to eschew all projects of territorial expan- 
sion or, at least, of “ peaceful penetra- 
tion.” She refuses to accept permanent 
exclusion from the Pacific coasts of the 
United States, and the immense and un- 
developed resources of her neighbour China 
are a perpetual spur to her ambitions. 
Our Correspondent suggests that, if 
America remains obdurate, the world may 
yet see an alliance between Japan, Ger- 
many, and Soviet Russia. It is a sinister 
prospect. The mere hint of it ought to 
give an impulse to the effective establish- 
ment of a League of Nations. "

The Soviet and Poland. 


As most students of politics foresaw, 
the Soviet Government has rejected the 
proposals made by Mr. Lloyd George in 
regard to the Polish war. A lengthy Note 
was received by the British Government 
from Moscow on Monday, and yesterday 
the Premier Cabinet 
Council, convened for the purpose of con- 
sidering the British reply. Although no 
oficial statement has been made. thescon- 
tents of the Russian Note are generally 
known. ‘The Boheviks refuse to attend 
a conference in London, on the ground 
that England is prejudiced against them. 
Besides, they prefer to deal directly with 
Poland, and profess to see no reason for 
British interference, Again, they will not 
consent to the presence of delegates from 
the Baltic States at the conference with 
the Poles, because, they affirm, treaties 
of peace with these counttries already have 
been signed. «Finally, they refuse point- 
blank to accept any condition in regard 
to General Wrangel’s armies in Southern 
Russia, and demand his unqualified capi- 
tulation..

BOLSHEVIST ADVANCE ON 


WARSAW. 


A report from Warsaw to Paris states that 
the Bolsheviks have taken Lida, thirty miles 
south of Vilma. To the east of the Novo- 
grode;> fighting continues. Lida is & junction 
on the Vilna line, two hundred miles from 
Warsaw. : 

It is officially stated, says a Reuter’s telegram, 
dated Warsaw, Monday, that north of Grodno 
the battle continues on the Skrgy-Bource line. 
In the Novogrodek region, in face of encmy 
pressure, the Poles were ordered to retire in a 
westerly direction. Bolshevik attacks in Polesia 
and on the line of the river Styr were repulsed. 
In the Dobnow-Milindie region fighting contmues, 
and the enemy has suffered serious losses. 

Reuter’s Agency states that, according to a 
report from Lemberg Bolshevist attacks were re- 
pulsed owing to,the support given to the Polish 
troops by the local population and the bey 
scouts. “Fhree of the letter, from Warsaw, were 
killed in the trenches. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to tele- 
grams from Wasme, dated July 17th, the news 
from the front was reassuring. The Bolshevik 
advance seems to be stopped, and it is hoped 
that the supreme effort which is being made by 
Poland may soon bring about a turn of the 
tide.

THE DECIDING FACTOR, 


A Reuter Peking telegram, dated Sunday, says: 
The troops of General Chang Kwei Ti, who 
effectively maintained order in Yeking during 
the anti-Manchu scare of 1911, left Tung Chow 
to-day. It is understood that they are coming as 
neutrals to preserve peace. Numerous trajns 
brought the wounded to Peking last night, and 
further trains of wounded are arriving to-day. 
The soldiers give terrible accounts of what 
they endured through the food shortage, wet 
weather, and incessant fighting. They state 
that General Wu Pei Fu’s rapid maneuvring 
threw the unfit ranks into confusion. Refugees 
are still arriving at Peking. Perfect erder pre- 
vails in the city, although the excitement has 
not diminished. Fighting continues on the 
Western front, and the gunfire was beard more 
plainly this afternoon. The 15th Division has 
reached Nan Yuen. All accounts agree that 
the fighting ie most severe. 

The Britah naval commander in charge on 
the China Stetion arrived at Taku this morning 
on board the battleship Hawkms. The Carlisle, 
Cairo, and Bluebell have also arrived at Taku. 

Official foreign van seo” state that Gene- 
ral Maliang has decided to attack Tehchow, 
Shantung, where there is an important arzenal. 

Telegraphing from Tientsin on Sunday, 
Reuters Correspondent says:—The Manchurian 
Tuchun General Chang Tso-Lin, who, with his 
army of nominally 100,000 men, has hitherto 
adopted a policy of armed neutrality in the 
struggle ncw proceeding im North China, id*re- 
garded here as the deciding factor in the situa. 
tion. General Chang Tso-Lin is now heavily 
reinforcing the Chih party, and troop trains 
from Mukden are hourly passing through 
Tientsin on their way to the front. The offen- 
sive of the Chihli faction is progressing favour- 
ably. 

In addition to the British squadron under the 
command of Admiral Duff, two Japanese torpedo 
boats arrived here yesterday evening. The rail- 
way service between here and Peking has been 
reopened.

OCCUPATION OF REYAK. 


Reuter’s Agency understands, from an 
authoritative French source, that the terms 
of the Note to Emir Feisul, King of Syria, not 
having been satisfactorily complied with, a 
state of war existed as [rom Monday.

t is explained that any steps necessitated 
have nothing to do with politics, but are a 
military necessity.

Subsequent 
moves will probably be the occupation of other 
strategic points along the railway. e occu- 
pation of Reyak was carried without oppos 
tion, and although the French Note expired 
on Monday, up to last evening there had been 
no news of eonflict The nch point out 
that, although their action is brought about 
by military circumstances, they have every in- 
tention of respecting the rights of the Emur 
Feisul, whom they as the duly clected 
Soverei of Syria under the French man- 
date. Should it prove necessary, the French 
forces on the Syrian coast will occupy the 
whole of the Beyrout-Aleppo Railway. This 
can be easily and almost immediately accom- 
plished. It does not involve any annexationist 
ideas, but is merely an expression of the de- 
termination.of France to safeguard her mili- 
t position. As soon as the Emir Feisul fur- 
nishes guarantees that French traffic on ' the 
railways will be unimpeded France will retire 
from his zone. It is felt, however, that the 
most efficacious plan in the present critical 
circumstances is the agreement of the Emir 
to the French garrison’s occupying the prin- 
cipal points, not for the purpose of interfering 
with the King of Syria’s administration, but 
merely to ensure the safety ef the railway.

THE DATE OF INTRODUCTION. 


Sir Donald Maclean asked the Leader of the

ways, and the Government pr to give effect 
to that decision. It will be impossible, there- 
fore, for us to postpone the imposition 
of the new rates beyond the date 
to be fixed if the deficit i¢ to be wiped 
out. I am not yet in a position to state 
when the report will be received, nor the 
amount of the imcreases, nor the date for 
their introduction, which the Committee will 
recommend. It is for the purpose of arriving 
at a sound and equitable decision on these 
points that the Committee is taking evidence. 

Sir Donald Maclean asked when rt would be 
possible to announce the date with which the 
yncrease would take place. 

Mr. Bonar Law-—1 quite recognise that any 
addition is a general hardship, with which | 
sympathise. It is a great pity not to let the 
public know when the increased rates wonkl 
be imposed. For that reason I[ asked the 
Minister of Transport today when he 
thought he would report. He said that he 
coula not tell defunteiy, but he thought 
within all a week ; but I wish the House to 
understand that the actual problem is to meet 
the deficit. The Advisory Committee are asked 
to give us their method of meeting the deficit, 
and what the Cabinet and the House have to 
decide is whether we will meet it in that way, 


| or-whether the taxpayer will have to pay for it. 


Mr. Clynes asked whether the assumption of

THE HELMSMAN OF SHAMROCK

The London Correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian, writing on Monday, says :— 
London yachting men heard to-day with the 
greatest surprise the report, which has been 
contradicted by to-night’s telegrams, that Sir 
Thomas Lipton had superseded Mr. W. P 
Burton, the helmstman of the Shamrock. “Most 
experts here consider from the information at 
their disposal that his tactics in the first race 
fast week were perfectly right. Mr. Burton is 
the «most famous amateur yachtsman in the 
world. His nearest rivals are Mr. J. R, Blayne, 
and possibly Mr. Maclvor, whose racing has 
been chiefly confined to the Clyde. Mr. Burton 
has raced his-own yachts for many years past, 
and has won over a thousand prizes, principally 
in the Solent and the waters of the south-east 
coast. He has a great reputation for coolness 
in an emergency and the most masterly skill in 
the handling of his craft. One of the greatest 
successes of his career was the winning in three 
successive years of the International Cup, pre- 
sented by the Commodore of the Royal London 
Yacht Club for twenty-metre boats. In 1908 he 
won M prizes out of 49 starts. The latest of 
his vachtse was the renowned 194netre cutter 
Octavia. Mr. Burton is a member of a big 
grocery firm at; Ipswich. He was one of the 
first of the important business men to place his 
services at the disposal of the Food Ministry, 
and he has for some time held a position con- 
nected with flour control. Mr. Burton is one of 
the three joint Masters of tne Essex and Suffolk 
Foxhourds.

INCREASED AMOUNTS FOR IRISH 
SERVICES. 

A White Peper containing details of & 
Supplementary Estimate of a further sum re 
quired to be voted for the service of the year 
ending 3ist March, 1921, was issued last night. 
The total amount required is £18,146,858, and 
includes several amounts for Irish services. 
The Department of the Chief Secretary requires 
an additional sum of £19,100, which includes 
£9,500 in respect of salaries, wages, and allow- 
ances for additions to administrative, clerical, 
and typing staff, and increased salaries of the 
Assistant Under Secretary and the Parliamen- 
tary draftsman; £7,500 for allowances to certain 
officers on transfer to Ireland in the public 
interest, and’ £2,100 for increased expenditure 
necessitated by present conditions in Ireland. 

Law charges end criminal prosecutions in 
Ireland account for £11,545, which includes 
£5,000 for rewards for evidence and information. 
The additional amount required for the B.1.C. 
is £1,268,361. The original estimate for arms, 
4mmunition, accoutrements, and saddlery was 
£2,376, while the revised estimate is £49,876, 
the increase of £47,500 being due to '' the dis- 
turbed state of the country.” 

Transport service accounts for £453,560 of the 
increase in the R.1.C. vote, the revised 
estimates bei £470,235, compared with an 
original estimate of £16,675..

The Cathedral town of Tuam, with 
its tion of under 4,000 people, went 
through “a perfect hell,” in the words of a 
leading resident, in the easly dawn of to-day. 
Following the shooting of Constables Carey and 
Burke, who were ambushed ‘whilst motoring to 
Dunmore last evening, and fhe removal of the 
dead bodies io the station a ™, ‘eemer 
were rushed to the district from Galway, and 
Dragoon Guards came from Claremorris. At about 
three o'clock this morning the patrol parties, 
who searched the country without result, 
returned to Tuam, and the policemen, having 
viewed the dead bodies of their comrades a r 
to have got completely out of hand. Tally 
armed they marched into the streets, smashed 
public-houses, and, it is alleged, looted their 
contents. They then set fire to some of the 
the most valuable properties in the township, 
after which they retired to their quarters. 

The town this morning recalled some of the 
Belgian and French towns that the war had 
touched. The tension of the morning had 
reached a dangerous level. Business was alto- 
gether suspended; hastily-constructed wooden 
shutters marked the wreck of valuable plate- 
glass that lay strewn about the streets: grey 
smoke still went up from the ruin of the Town 
Hall, and the drapery premises of Messrs. 
Canney Bros., from which the inmates had es- 
caped by getting out on the burning roof!

All the special rates of freight laid 
down for Government cargoes had also been 
withdrawn, in view of the present position of 
the freight market. The. other funetions and 
duties of the Shipping Controller, which were 
very considerable, still remained, and he could 
only assure his hon. friend that it was the inten- 
tion and desire of the Shipping Controller to 
bring the Ministry to an end at the earliest date 
possible.
